Of seventy-nin- e manufacturers showing
gao1eno cars fifty-fo- display sixes and
eighteen of theso makers build nothing
but six cylinder cars. Five years ago only
eight companies built sixes, so It can be
seen thcro Is a strong trend to this type
of engine.

Nearly all the makers of six cylinder
earn now have como from building four
ami some date, back to the "one luSser"
Ouyn. Tluy uro making sixes not because
they didn't sell their fours, but with the
Iden of giving something more and better
for the money. The six decidedly Is not
a mtw proposition. For the past eight
years even makers who have not been
marketing It have been experimenting
Willi tho six type and have spent thou,
sands of dollars in perfecting It.

Many prospective buyers of sixes In the
past have been told that the motor having
two extra cylinders uses one-tlil- more
fuel than the four cylinder model, but thla j
la held by "six" makers not true. A num- -
twr of mnkers contend that the six re--
quired even less gasolene and oil to keep ,
It running than n four cylinder car of
equal power under tho samo conditions. I

rurwiermore. owners oi sixes nave learned
by rompurlng their monthly bills with
those of upkeep bills of former enrs they
have driven that the six In the long run
Is cither Just as economical or costs
caret ly any more than the four.

SMALL HOPE HELD OUT

TO SIE6EL DEPOSITORS

92,100,000 of $2,500,000 In

Bank Borrowed by New York
and Boston Stores.

Investigation Into the condition of the
private bank of Henry Hlcgcl nnd Krnnk
u. okci snows mat me ij.uuo ucposi-tor- s

have very little to hope for except
from the private fortunes of the two
partners.

Two million four hundred thousand
dollars of their S2.DOO.000 of denonltn
were borrowed by thp Fourteenth Street
Store. Simpson Crawford Company, bolh
of New Tork, and by the Henry H!eel
Company of Boston, and these claims
must go In with nil other claims without
preference.

Thcro Is J3o.000 cash In the hands of
.he receiver. Henry Melville, and he
knowa of S20.000 more In various hanks,

15,000 of which Is segregated for those,
who deposited after tho bankers knew
thomselves to be Insolvent. There Is also
the 1100.000 on deposit with the State
Comptroller. Members of the deposi-
tors' committee heard last nlitht that In-

stead of 1100.000 in gilt edge bonds this
was SnO.OOO and they started to find out
at once.

Agnlnet the loans of the Slegel enter-
prises there has been found as collateral
5,000 shares of the stock of the Henry
Slegel Company of Uoston, value prob
lematical, and approximately 3.

In the case of the 8legel Stores Corpor-
ation, the men who are Investigating for
tho depositors do not rate this collateral
very highly. The full stock of the cor-
poration Is $10,000,000, of which $2,000,-00- 0

Is In preferred, which must bo paid
off before the $S,000,000 common. The
Chicago store, which makes an annual
profit of from I3u0,000 to 1500,000, Is
the only solvent asset of tho corporation,
and In any liquidation It must first pay
off the preferred stockholders. Tho bank
depositors ars entitled to of what-
ever remains. With the cost of tho re-
ceivership to come out of the cash assets
of the bank the chances of the depositors
looked yesterday to be very slim.

SCHMIDT'S RELATIVES GONE.

Father and Sister Won't H Hern to
' Testify at Second Trial.

That the father and sister of Hans
Schmidt, who Killed Anna Aumuller, sailed
last Friday for their home In Germany
was announced berore Justice Davis In
the Supreme Court yesterday by Terence
J. McManus of Schmidts counsel, who
nppearea in court and opposed an early
date for his second trial.

Justice Davis set tho case down for
next Monday nnd granted the application
of Assistant District Attorney Delehanty
for a special panel of 200 Jurors. The
Justice torn Mr. McManus that Schmidt's
relatives snouia nave Deen Kept In this
country anci tne lawyer said he had tried
to keep them. The court suggested the
possibility of being able to read Into the
record of the second trial the evidence
they gave at the first.

Schmidt was In court but had nothing
to say.
